VERY letter of UNESCO’S abbrevi- 
ated name stands for an important 
segment of that intellectual one world 

for which we hope. 

The United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization came 
into being with its full name at a Lon- 
don conference in November 1945. Of 51 
states signing the United Nations charter, 
44 members sent about 250 delegates to 
London. The main result of their delib- 
erations in five commissions was the con- 
stitution. Prime Minister Attlee’s sentence, 
now its famous preamble, was quoted 
often in the conference and still arouses 
a thrill: “. . . that since wars begin in the 
minds of men, it is in the minds of men 
that the defences of peace must be con- 
structed .. .” 

The National Commissions in each 
country, as provided in Article VII of 
the constitution, are to be representative 
of the government agencies and of na- 
tional organizations in educational, scien- 
tific, and cultural fields. This democratic 
relationship is a most hopeful factor for 
the success of UNESCO. 

There have been no books on the sub- 
ject as yet, so that librarians will have to 
rely on the many references to UNESCO 
in the newspaper and periodical press of 
America and Britain. It has been given 
the most prominent space in educational 
periodicals, the other journals confining 
themselves usually to shorter summaries 
of the organization, with more emphasis 
on its practical applications, especially to 
their own spheres. In either case, we 
have selected the articles thought to be 
most informative, useful, and also most 
commonly found in libraries. 

At the beginning of the list are two 
bibliographies which should be noted. The 


first of these appeared in an earlier issue 
of Tue Booxuist. In several of its general 
references on the United Nations may be 
found good background reading for 
UNESCO as one of the specialized agen- 
cies. Some of the items in the second 
bibliography from the Library Journal are 
duplicated in this list; however, the in- 
formation included as well as the addi- 
tional references should be valuable. 

The same general information is given 
in nearly every article listed under Gen- 
eral, Historical, though some are more in- 
clusive than others. The articles by Har- 
ley, Huszar, and Hymer are particularly 
good for summarizing UNESCO’s back- 
grounds and aims. The two selections 
from the November 1945 issue of Inter- 
national Conciliation are among the few 
chosen from pre-conference literature. 
They include documents of interest as 
well as backgrounds. 

Reid’s article shows clearly the relation- 
ship of UNESCO to the United Nations 
and to individuals. Mr. Stoddard’s writing 
on this subject has authority, for he was 
one of the U. S. delegates to the London 
conference. The Foreign Policy Report by 
Thompson would be indispensable to a 
group making a study of UNESCO. The 
International Labour Review has perhaps 
the best outline information. 

The possible relations of UNESCO to 
particular international projects are 
stressed in the references under Specific, 
Practical. The article by Carr is included 
particularly because the entire April 1946 
issue of Childhood Education is devoted 
to children’s education for international 
living. 

Mr. Huxley’s opinions carry added 
weight because of his position as Secre- 
tary General of the Preparatory Commis- 
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sion of UNESCO. The Hochwalt and 
Stanford expressions epitomize the official 
Catholic attitude toward such interna- 
tional cooperation. Mark Starr’s view- 
points are noteworthy since he was Labor’s 
representative at the London conference. 

Corey and Kahn have dissented in their 
writings from the general optimism re- 
garding the future of UNESCO. The ar- 
ticles in Nature and Science News Letter 
give the scientists’ ideas of possibilities of 
cooperation in their fields. Mr. White 
summarizes the new organization’s pos- 
sible influence on bibliography and li- 
braries. 

No doubt the most important of the 


documents is the constitution of UNESCO. 
It is to be found as noted in the references 
under Documentary (1), and also in the 
House Report and in part 1 of “the de- 
fenses of peace” under (2). The hearings 
make interesting reading; they include 
testimony from representatives of the De- 
partment of State, National Catholic Wel- 
fare Association, National Education As- 
sociation, American Council of Learned 
Societies, American Federation of Teach- 
ers, and other societies. As pointed out 
before, the active interest of such national 
organizations in each member country of 
UNESCO may well prove to be the effec- 
tive backing it needs to becomea real force.
